The unanimous decision of the United 


States Supreme Court thnt

The substance of the 
decision is that suffrage is not one of Iho 
privileges and immunities of citizenship, 
Tho court holds that law and custom have 
settled it thnt persona may be citizens with- 
out the right to vote, and in Missouri, under 
CGrtniu circumstances, persons umy vote 
who havo not become citizens. 
If suffrage 


were included iu tho privileges nnd immu- 
nities of citizenship not only would minors 
be enfranchized, but citizens of the United 
States would have the right to vote indis- 
criminntely in any state regardless of the 
residence. 
Furthermore, 
the 
lifleeuth 


amendment forbidding dii-frauchizement on 
account of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude proves lhat the fourteenth 
amendment does not cover tho matter of 
suffrage. . Tho fourteenth amendment was 
adopted for tho especial protection of tho 
African race, and whites, without regard to 
sex, wealth or presenter prospective condi- 
tion of subjection to tho tyrant man, aro ei- 
cluded from its operations.

But it is becoming more 
nnd more evident that this is not tho true 
province of journalism. It is ralhor the 
business of special organs which are valua- 
ble in thoir place and cannot well bo dis- 
pensed with.

It is not published in tho interest of any po- 
litical party, church, or moral reform what- 
ever. Tho purpose of the publishers is to 
niako it chiefly a local newspaper, and to 
furnish n medium of communication be- 
tween its subscribers and readers.
